A Grand Reception Held in the Evening 


for the Entertainment of the Delegates.

The CatboHc- Temperance association 


union's amuwl convention of Springfield 
diocese held in Columbia opera house .dis- 
solved yesterday afternoon about 5 o'clock 
after a daj's interesting debate arid the 
accomplishment of 'important work. 


When the convention adjourned shortly 


after 12 o'clock yesterday a diescuision 
was in progress concerning the advialbil- 
ity of amending tne constitution accord- 
ing to radical propositions made by the 
committee on constitutional amendments. 
It was voted, though, to let the constitu- 
tion alone. Them the following officers 
were elected:

President, Eev. John J, McCoy of Chi- 


copee: Erst vice president, T. J. Carroll of 
Turners Falls; stcbnd vice president, 
Miss Norah Godfrey of Northampton j fi- 
nancial secretary, John J. Leonard; treas- 
urer, John P. McQueen of Worcester;! re- 
cording secretary, W. J. Larkin of W9r- 
cester; sergeant-at-arms, C. J. Cai'morly 
of Worcester; 
county vice pretiidejns, 


Berkshire, D. C. 4»ly, Dalton; Franklin, 
John Murphy Greenfield; Hampden, W. 
H, Grady SpringBete; Worcester, John.E. 
Hiokey, Webster;, Hampshire, MijBhael 
J. Sculley; delegates to general conven- 
tion, P. J. McCarthy and Thomas F. 
Loftus, alternate T. J. Linehan. 
There 


was considerable discussion about these 
delegates, the contest being between Mr. 
Loftus and Mr. Linehan. Mr. Loltus re- 
ceived sixty-nine votes and Mr. Linehan 
was given only fifty-four. Afterwards Mr. 
Linehan was make alternate delegate. 


Rev. 
B. S. Conaty of Springfield spoke 


about a sj'stem of debating and speaking 
for prizes which | bad been tried and 
proved of much value in causing interest 
in the societies. He moved that a debate 
or speaking contest in which members of 
any society in the union could take part 
be adopted and be would iurnith a gold 
medal as the prize. This was endorsed 
by the votes of t je convention and the 
board ot government 'instructed to set a 
date near the time -for the annual conven- 
tioi far the contest^ for the medal. It was 
then voted t bat the d»te of the next field 
day be Labor day of next year and that 
the next convention be held October 9, 
both at Worcester. 


Then followed' a very lengthy and at 


times very hot discussion about the per- 
centage of net proflf that societies having 
the field day are supposed to turn into the 
union's treasury. Delegates from societies 
in small towns mart-much of the alleged 
fact that some societies had not yet paid 
this percentage. These delegates claimed 
there was no help given their societies by 
the stronger organizations of the union in 
the form of speakers or other things that 
would tend lo keep up enthusiasm. They 
thought that ,if the field day percentage 
was paid as directed by the constitution 
that there would be some money in the* 
treasury by which such speakers could 
be supplied the smaller -bodies. 
This 


brought up the problem of how to help 
the small organizations. 
R?v. B. S. 


Conaty moved that every member of the 
union be requested to contribute five cents 
annually to be expended by the board of 
government for the purpose of supplying 
speakers 
to the small bodies. This 


proposition met with strong opposition, 
one delegate saying that to ask for such a 
tax would mean the dropping of his so- 
ciety out from the union. The motion 
was carried, however. The talk about 
field day returns did not end there, but 
was kept up until the close. Clearly there 
was strong feeling shown on the point and 
had it not been for the prompt ruling of 
the presiding officer there would have 
been storms. Some attempted to bring 
up local differences between societies and 
their spiritual adviser, bat such attempts 
were instantly suppressed. It was de- 
cided to let the present movement by a 
powerful organization to test the strength 
of the law prohibiting the carrying of 
fire arms by societies be finished before 
the union take steps in the same direction 
James A. Bradley made a neat speech 
thanking the convention for all favors 
and inviting all the delegates to remain 
for the reception that was held in the 
evening. 


The reception was a very pleasant one. 


The parlors and all the rooms in the build- 
ing were thrown open to the guests. E very- 
thing for their ac commotion wasdone that 
was possible. Clapp's orchestra gave a 
fine concert and lurnished music for the 
dancing.

Held by th2 Fire District Yes- 


terday 
to Raise More 
Money. 


THE NOTCH RESERVOIR 
QUESTION. 


Matter of Extra Expense Explained and 


Discussed. Causes or the 
Unex- 


pected Outlay, A Contract 


of No Benefit. 


Tbe special fire d'strict meeting at the 


city hall yesterday afternoon was not 
largely attended, but it was a very repre- 
sentative body of men who were present. 
E.S.Wilkinson was cbosen moderator. The 
business of the meeting was to see if the 
district would vote to issue notes for the 
completion of the Notch reservoir, and in 
V.ew of the fact-that an additional appro- 
priation was necessary, equalling in 
amount that of the first one of $40,000, 
which at the time the work was entered 
up in it was thought would build the 
reservoir, there Was uncommon interest' 
in wh«t the prudential committee would 
have to say concerning the causes which 
led to this call for more money. 


V. A. Whitaker, chairman of the pru- 


dential committee, stated to the meeting 
the causes of the extra expense incurred, 
one of which was that tfee foundation of 
the centre wall was not sufficient and had 
to be strengthened. There is great danger 
in BO large a reservoir unless it is built in 
the mcst substantial manner, and when 
quicksand was encountered the only 
thing to do was to overcome it at any 
cost. Another additional expense came 
in connection with the stone used. It was 
intended to get this on the Chase farm, 
but the quality was such that the engi- 
neers would not permit its us-? aild stone 
had to be obtained from the Eddy farm, 
which added about ?2,000 to the cost of 
that one article. Mr. Wnitaker said the 
cost of what has been done was about 
$20,000 above the original estimate. 


In answer to a question about bids re- 


ceived irom contractors for doing the 
work Hon. A. B. Wright said that bids 
were received from twelve contractors. 
The lowest bid was ;'27.Q03and the highest 
|63,000, making the average about $4a,€00. 
But, 
he said, if the job had been let by 


contract the extra expense would have 
been involved just the same. The con- 
tractors bid on a certain amount of work, 
measuring it up by the cubic yard, and not 
on completing a reservoir of certain di- 
mensions without regard to unforeseen 
obstacles. Therefore the fact that extra 
expense had been involved was no cause 
^•for regret that the work was not done by 
contract. Quicksand was struck wholly 
unexpected and to overcome that obstacle 
it ccstflOOO for lumber alone. All this 
extra cost was not provided for in the con- 
tract and would have had to be borne by 
the town in any event. If the job had 
been let by contract there would now be 
about $20,000 of extra expense on account 
of obstacles that could not be foreseen, in 
addition to some changes made in the 
plan to insure perfect safety. Engineer 
Green estimates that the work can be fin- 
ished for $31,009, but the committee called 
for f40,000 in order to be on the safe side. 


W. G. Cady said he understood that En- 


gineer Green made the original estimate, 
and he thought if he couldn't come nearer 
than one-half on estimating a job of that 
kind it was about time to employ a differ- 
ent engineer; 


V. A. Whitaker replied that the pruden- 


tial'committee was responsible for such 
alterations as haij been made in th« plans 
to insure absolute safety. For* oneHhing | 
they hod put in ope twenty-inch aitoVtWo 
thirty-inch waste pipes, instead of one 
twelve-inch and one twenty-inch, which 
the plan called for. This was done so that 
if there should come a time of danger the 
pressure could be more quickly relieved, 
but it involved an additional expense of 
15000. 


Several questions were asked and an- 


swered, bringing out the fact that our 
daily consumption of water is at pres- 
ent from two anrl one-half to three mil- 
lion gallons, and that it is Engineer 
Green's opinion that there is more water 
wasted in town than there is used. W. G. 
lady told bow the town of Wellesley had 
helped it» water supply by adapting the 
meter system, and many seemed to think 
that would have to be done sooner or later 
in this town. 


Under article 2 it was voted to issue an 


additional amount of bonds, notes or scrip, 
etc., and under article S it was voted to 
authorize and instruct the chairman of 
the prude ntial committee of the fire dis- 
trict to issue the note, notes, bonds or 
scrip of the district for a sum not exceed- 
ing torty thousand dollars to the proceeds 
of such note, notes, bonds or scrip to be 
used for the construction and completion 
of the Notch reservoir now in process of 
construction. 


The vote in each instance was unani- 


mous. 


Thee meeting was then dissolved.

To THE CITIZENS OF NOHTH ADAMS: 


In April last it was made known to your 


finance committee, Mr. A. C. Houghton 
not being present, that the justices of the 
district court of Northern Berkshire being 
obliged to find new quarters, after con- 
sulting the members of the bar, bad se- 
lecte'd the lower part ot the building 
situate on the corner of Summer and 
Morris streets, owned by Mr: Houghton, 
as a suitable and desirable place tor the 
holding of the sessions of the court. 


The county commissioners were ap- 


plied to and expressed themselves willing 
to provide puuh place for that purpose 
and expressed a desire to accommodate 
the bar and the public as far as they could 
consistently, either by joining with the 
town of North Adams in the purchase of 
the building or by renting a part of it for 
a term of years. 


Mr. Houghton was seen and informed 


of the action of the justices of the court 
and the county commissioners and said 


j that he would make the necessary altera- 
tions in the building and sell it complete 
for the sum of $30,000, if the people de- 
sired to pureh-.se it. He directed Mr. H. 
Neill Wilson, the architect, to prepare 
plans for such alterations which were 
made ready and shown to the Finance 
committee. 


The committee after investigation and 


discussion decided that it would be un 
wise to enter into a joint ownership of a 
municipal building with the county, if 
legislative consent could be obtained, but 
unanimously recom mended to the annual 
town metting that the town purchase the 
property ot Mr. Houghton alter the alter- 
ations had been made according to Mr. 
Wilson's plans for the price named. 


The alterations and repairs have been 


made. The county commissioners have 
leased tho low er part of the new part of 
the building of Mr. Houghton for the 
term of ten years at an annual rental of 
f900. The finance committee again con- 
sidered the matter September 30, Mr. 
Houghton not being present, and after 
discussion it was unanimously voted to re- 
new the recommendation made to the 
annual meeting and request the select- 
men to call a special meeting to see 
whether the inhabitants of the town 
would vote to purchase the property. 


The old town office is now rented to the 


town for five years with the privilege of 
five more At a rental of $650 per year and 
a remission of the taxes on that part of, 
the building. This with the rental of toe 
lower floor of the new part makes tha 
present rental, not including any rental 
for the upper floor of tha new part, of 
$1,550 per year. The town can probably 
borrow the money at 31 per cent., making 
the annual interest charge $1,050, leaving 
the town a surplus of five hundred dollars 
per year and the use of the whole upper 
floor of the new part of the building for 
municipal purposes free of expense. 


Or to put the matter differently, the 


town would have to pay at least $1030 for 
the accommodations that have been pre- 
pared 'on the upper floor of the building. 
'J bis'Would make the total rental of the 
ibrcilding $2450, deducting interest $1050, 
there would remain a surplus each year of 
$1400. This amount put at interest annu- 
ally in a few years wouid pay the entire 
cost of the building or in ten years would 
more than half pay for its cost. 


The present building is centrally locat- 


ed, well built, wired and lined for elec- 
tricity and gas, heated by hot water and 
is now admirably adapted for municipal 
purposes. If the city 
should 
desire 


after 
a few 
years, 
to 
build 
a 


larger and more expensive city ball 
there is every reason to believe that 
the property could be sold for as much or 
more than it cost. The committee there- 
fore unanimously decided, with the ex- 
ception of Messrs. A. C. Houghton and 
A. M. Tinker, who were out of town, that 
it would be wise, prudent and for the best 
interest of the town to purchase the pro- 
erty for the sum named subject to the 
lease made to the county and so recom- 
mended. 


They request that the selectmen will 


call a special town meeting of the inhabi- 
tant's of the town at Odd Fellows' hall on 
Saturday, October 12 at 3 p. m., to act on 
the following article, viz: 
Article. To see whether the inhabitants 


of North Adams will vote to purchase the 
real estate with the buildings thereof 
situate in said North Adams at the south- 
west corner of Summer and Morris streets, 
subject to the lease of the county of Berk- 
shire for the sum of thirty thousand dol- 
lars and will vote to authorize and instruct 
the 
selectmen to issue the note or 
notes of the inhabitants of tLe town

from date of issue, with interest at the 
lowest poss-ible rate in annual proportion- 
ate payments, said note or notes to be 
signed by the treasurer and countersigned 
by the selectmen and to apply the pro- 
ceeds of said note or notes to the payment 
of said property.

ment annually sufficient to pay for the en- 
tire property within a few years, beside 
having the use of the building for city 
purposes. 


The purchase of the property recom- 


mended will be a purchase that will con- 
stantly increase in real estate value, and 
at any time in the future can be sold for 
more than the price paid for it. 


These are reasons enough. The build- 


ing is fit and the town has need of it, and 
the price and investment are exceptionally 
advantngeous to the town. Then vote for 
the acceptance of the finance committee's 
recommendation that the town buy the 
property at the corner of Summer and 
Morris streets. 


THE FIRE DISTRICT MEETING. 


As will be seen by a report in another 


column the fire district meeting yesterday 
resulted in voting to raise f40,000 for com- 
pleting the Notch reservoir, and-voted to 
do so unanimously. 


The prudential committee clearly vin- 


dicated itself as far as the work done. 
The extra expense encountered \vas 
clearly shown to be due to unforseen natu- 
ral difficulties and to putting the most 
reliable material and work into the dam, 
insuring the best possible job when done 
and 
safety to 
life 
and 
property 


from any possible weakness in the con- 
struction. 
It was also shown that con- 


tract work could not have prevented the 
extra expense. 
This ought to put a 


quietus on the contract howlers. 


Those present at the meeting showed 


by their votes that they wtre perfectly 
satisfied as to the way the dam was being 
built and as to the necessity of the unex- 
pectedly large outlay of money. 
The 


prudential committee kept its promise of 
showing the necessity for the extra ex- 
pense and satisfying the inquiries of the 
fire district. 


The representative of tha state board of 


health, Prof. Sedgwick, has given his re- 
port to the board of health of this town 
with his conclusions as to the sources of 
disease now prevalent here. 


Briefly, these conclusions are that our 


water is not the cause of typhoid in this 
town, all though the well water is far from 
desirable. Neither is it in our milk or ice 
supply. This opinion is backed up scien- 
tifically by chemical analysis, and practi- 
cally by noting that disease here shows 
none of the general characteristics of a 
water epidemic. The sickness is not con- 
fined to those using water from any one 
source, nor has it been general or sudden, 
a* a water source would cause. 


ButTvhat Prof. Sedgwick does conclude 


in his words is this: 
' 


In brief, the typhoid fever in North 
Adams in 1895 seems, ai li.is been said 
above, to have come from the slow spread 
of the disease by secondary infection from 
a few cases carried overwinter from last 
year. From these,others from time to time 
became infected, and with the advance of 
summer, and its concomitant favorable 
conditions, the disease gradually accumu- 
lated headway, chiefly by ordinary infec- 
tion )which is only a roundn bout form of 
contagion), from one person to another, 
and from one house to another. 


To what extent the present most unsan- 
itary condition of the north branch of the 
Hoosac river may have contributed to the 
spread of the disease it is impossible to 
say. It is quite within the bounds of pos- 
sibility that infected, excreta, poured out 
from the numerous drains and sewers 
which empty upon the bare stones of the 
river bed, after having become dried, may 
have been lifted by the winds and driven 
about the neighboring part of the town, 
laden with the active germs of disease. In 
any case, the present condition of affairs 
on the north branch of the Hoosac river 
is both disgraceful and indefensible in any 
modern civilized community. It should 
be remedied immediately. 


If, as appears to be the fact, the present 
excess of typhoid fever in North Adams 
is due to secondary infection, it can at any 
time readily be held in check, and 
promptly suppressed by active measures 
of disinfection. 
To this end I would 


recommend that a suitable person be ap- 
pointed to serve for one month, or longer, 
as a special executive agent, whose outf- 
it shall be to see to it that thorough dis- 
inlectiou, especially of all excreta, is 
carried out in the house of typhoid fever 
patients; disinfectants beinfc provided, if 
necessary, at the public expense. 


Now, let Prof. Sedgwick's recommen- 


dations for the preveution of typhoid be 
carried out. This the board of health is 
ready and anxious to do, and the public 
will be satisfied, tor what can be done at 
present will have been done to stamp out 
tlie immediate causes of typhoid fever.

France is now in complete control in 


Madagascar .after a severe campaign of 
ninny mouths. French claims to somo 
sore of authority over Madagascar date 
back toJGl-', when factories :iud fortifica- 
tions were built on the eastern coast, only 
to l>e shortly abandoned. 5sot so with 
French occupation of the island. From 
LouisXIV's time till now there have been 
a French settlement and some sort of a 
French protectorate over one or more of 
the tribes which have divided Madagascar 
between them. 


But French elahns—which have twice 


been at least partially admitted by Great 
Uritain—have always included the right to 
dominate over the entire island. 
In 1S17 


Great Britain recognized and, to 'an ex- 
tent, conceded theso French pretensions iu 
Madagascar, and iu Ib'JO Lord Salisbury 
gave his appimal to the treaty of ISSo be- 
tween France and the Hovns government. 
This treaty was the cud of a futile attempt 
by France to subjugate the Hunts, who 
had been for 50 years bringing the other 
tribes into subjection to them and had 
become the 


Killing Power of tho Island* 


This compromise is the root of theltoos- 


ent trouble. Under this treaty the for- 
eign relations of Madagascar, according 
to France, were placed under French di- 
rection, while tho domestic concerns of 
the island, including control of all the 
other tribes, remained in the hands of tho 
Hovas government. There was to be a 
French resident, who was to have a mili- 
tary guard und live at the Hovas capital, 
aud to have the privilege cf private audi- 
ence with Queen Rauavaloua. French 
subjectb were to be under French law, and 
to have numerous other privileges denied 
by implication to the subjects of other 
powers. In addition to this treaty a secret 
convention \vas made by which Ihe queen 
bound hi'rsL'lt to m-ike no cession of u port 
or of territory to any otner foreign power. 


Iu Ib'JJ Lord Salisbury's government 


was trying to establish a protectorate over 
Z.tnzibar, but was met by French objec- 
tions, winch were removed by conceding 
the rights which France had obtained iu 
Madagascar by this 


Treaty of December, 1885. 


The present troubles arise from differ- 


ences in the interpretation of this treaty. 
The French at jute set up the claim that 
the treatymeansaprolecu..'ate, andnvikcs 
France master over the turi'igu relations 
of Madagascar. 
The Hovas government 


denies all these claims of France, especi- 
ally repudiating the protectorate. 


The United 
States government per- 


muted its consul at T.uuatave lo apnly 
for Ins exequatur directly to tb« ,queen's 
government, ignoring the French resi- 
dent. \Vheu Waller resigned it was to 
take possession of lands which had been 
granted him by the queen without cjn- 
biiltatiou with the French government. 
Finally France sent troops into the 
country with tho above result. 


One of the first acts ot the military was 


to arrest Mr. Waller ou a trumped-up 
charge of treason. lie was tried by couro 
inarttal and sentenced to imprisonment 
for i-'O years. This summary and appar- 
ently unjustifiable proceeding is now a 
matter of diplomatic correspondence be- 
tween the United Stale-, and France.
